FOREWORD. 

The Arts and Crafts Exhibition So- 
ciety opens its Seventh Exhibition 
after rather more than the usual three 
years' interval, and with the com- 
mencement of a new year instead of 
in the autumn as heretofore. It is 
hoped that the advantages of the 
change of season, among which in- 
creased daylight may be counted, will 
more than compensate for the post- 
ponement. 

The movement which the Society 
inaugurated by its first exhibition in 
1888 certainly continues to show abun- 
dant signs of life and vigour, and the 
effects of its influence, both at home 
and abroad, are no less remarkable. 

The Society, by invitation, took part 
in the First International Exhibition 
of Modern Decorative Art held at 
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Turin from May till November of the 
year just closed, the section devoted 
to a display of a collection of the work 
of its members and exhibitors form- 
ing, with a collection of the works of 
its president, the English section at 
that Exhibition. In this connection it 
may be of interest to quote the speech 
of M. Folcka — the representative of 
Sweden upon the International Jury 
which assembled at Turin to award 
the diplomas, medals, and prizes — who 
spoke in French, but who afterwards 
handed the following translation of his 
speech to the president : 

" Gentlemen, 

" We are here assembled at this 
First International Exhibition of Mod- 
ern Decorative Art to give our judge- 
ments on all these different efforts 
made almost in all parts of the world, 
and realizing in a manner more or less 
happy this new ideal of style and 
beauty of lines and colours which dis- 
tinguishes our epoch, and which we 
call—not without pride — the new art. 

'* It seems to me, gentlemen, that on 
this occasion it becomes us, not only 
in looking about us to remark all these 
results — sometimes magnificent — to 
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which the industrial arts of our days 
have arrived, but also to turn our eyes 
backwards and remember with thank- 
fulness the first efforts of this modern 
art. 

u You all know where we have to 
look for the origin of this movement, of 
which we see around us — at this Ex- 
hibition — the actual results ; a move- 
ment which began more than thirty 
years ago, and with which are inse- 
parably joined the names of William 
Morris, of Edward Bume-Jones, and 
Walter Crane. 

" For us jurors at this First Inter- 
national Exhibition it should be a 
duty to give our special homage to the 
art of England, and I take liberty to 
propose that we create a grand and 
unique Diploma of Special Honour as 
an act of homage and thankfulness to 
England. 

" I also propose that this diploma 
should be intrusted into the hands of 
the Arts and Crafts Exhibition So- 
ciety, a society which keeps up in a 
valuable and admirable manner the 
grand traditions of the masters, and 
at the same time develops its work 
alwavs on the basis of true and serious- 
art. 
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Certainly considerable development 
has taken place during the life of the 
Society, and certain arts, almost un- 
represented in the earlier exhibitions, 
such as jewellery, gold and silver- 
smiths* work, and enamels, have at- 
tained new forms in the hands of artists 
and craftsmen who have, in some cases, 
brought the ideas and taste cultivated 
in other directions to bear upon new 
lines. The old difficulties of doing 
justice to the large and varied collec- 
tion of works submitted to the judge- 
ment of the Committee recur. They 
have honestly tried to accomplish 
their complex task according to their 
lights. 

Several new features may be noted 
in the arrangement of the present ex- 
hibition. The North Gallery has been, 
as formerly, chiefly devoted to furni- 
ture and wall decorations, but a definite 
attempt has been made to give unity 
and relation in certain combined 
groups, each distinct and from a dif- 
ferent designer, by the subdivision of 
the gallery into recesses. These re- 
cesses show the work of various mem- 
bers of the Society and others who 
have been invited to show combined 
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groups of their work, alone, or in con- 
cert with other artists and craftsmen. 

The walls of the West Gallery have 
been covered with white canvas, which 
it is considered forms an agreeable 
background for the very various ex- 
hibits which the Society has to display, 
coloured or black-and-white designs, 
or needlework, all telling to better 
advantage on the white ground. 

So much by way of introduction to 
our Seventh Exhibition, which must 
now be left to speak for itself.
